FIRST DAY—Mornine@ SEssion. 


WEDNESDAY, October 22nd, 1884. 


The Baptist State Convention of North Carolina held its 
eighteenth annual session with the First Baptist church of 
Goldsboro, N. C. 

The Convention was called to order by the President, 
Rey. Cesar Johnson, of Raleigh, N. C., at 10 o’clock a. m. 
After which, by the request of the President, Rev. J. M: 
Henderson, of Milton, N. C., conducted the devotional exer- 
cises, which consumed the first half hour, many of the 
brethren taking part in thanksgiving to the Great Head of 
the Church for the inestimable blessings which He had se 
freely given during the past Conventional year. 

The President then briefly addressed the Convention as 
to its duties and what is naturally expected of assemblies of 
this kind. He counseled that each minister and delegate 
present should endeavor, in the fear of God, to properly 
discharge the duty devolving upon him during the session 
of the body. ; 

The Secretary being absent, the President requests Rev. 
W. T. H. Woodward, of Durham, N. C., to act as Secretary. 

At this juncture, Rev. A. B. Williams, Pastor of the First 
Baptist church of Goldsboro, came forward and made an 
address of welcome to the delegates, earnestly hoping and 
desiring that each minister and delegate would feel them- 
selves welcome while convened in a Conventional capacity 
in the town of Goldsboro. 

Rey. T. B. Edwards, of Raleigh, responded to the address 
of the Pastor, thanking him for his kindnesses extended to 
the Convention. 

The Constitution and By-Laws were read and adopted 
without a single change. 

On motion, the names of the delegates were enrolled as 
follows:

m , and at pleasure in the evexing. 


The Convention then appointed Rev. J. J. Worlds to 
preach the Introductory Sermon, which was deferred until 
7 o'clock p. m.on Wednesday. Rev. N. F. Roberts was ap- 
pointed to preach the Doctrinal Sermon at 7 o’clock p. m. 
on Thursday. Elder W. T. H. Woodward was appointed 
to preach on Friday at 7 o’clock p. m. 

The Convention then took a recess of two hours. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The Convention re-assembled for business at 2 o’clock P- 
m., the President in the chair. Devotional exercises were 
conducted by Elder G. W. Holland. - 

The proceedings of the morning session were read and 


adopted. 
Other delegates having arrived, were enrolled as follows :

Rev. C. S. Brown became an annual member upon the payment of

Then the Convention went into an election of officers for 
the ensuing year, of which the following is the result:

At this juncture other delegates came forward and regis- 
dered, namely: 


Brother James M. ‘Young of Henderson, and Rev. P. M. Maley of 
Raleigh. 


The following Elders were constituted a committee on 
Letters and Finance: Wm. Devane, 8S. M. Jones, A. R. Sat- 
erfield, A. B. Williams and P. F. Maloy. 

On motion, the Convention appointed a committee on 
Special Missions: Committee, Rev. C.S. Brown, F. R. Howell 
and N. F. Roberts. 

Rev. J. J. Worlds then spoke of the work in the State of 
Virginia, so far as the Missionary Baptists are concerned. 
He said that the Missionary Baptists in Convention, in the 
town of Alexandria, Virginia, 1884, raised $2,100 for Home 
and Foreign Mission work. He further stated that the 
Baptists of Virginia were wide.awake, and intended to show 
by their works what they are. Notwithstanding the sum 
of $2,100 raised in the last Convention, an effort is being 
made to raise just twice that amount in 1885. He did not 
believe in faith that had no action, and doubted very much 
that religion which had no money mixed with it. 

Rev. C. S. Brown followed, making some very practical 
_remarks, desiring that the 120,000 Missionary Baptists of 
North Carolina, be second to none in point of their duty to 
God and the Mission world. 

Rev. 8. W. Dockery, of Rockingham, N. C, followed with 
a few words in his usual religious enthusiasm urging the 
duty of Home and Foreign Missions upon the Convention. 

The hour having arrived for adjournment, the benediction 
was envoked by Elder Worlds. 


EVENING SESSION. 


Pursuant to adjournment the delegates re-assembled with 
a densely packed house at 7 o’clock p. m. 

Elder Worlds having been appointed to preach the Intro- 
ductory Sermon, which had been deferred until 7 o’clock 
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.m., appeared in the pulpit at the hour appointed, with 
Prof, ONO. Crosby, of the State Normal School, Salisbury, 
N.C., who read and sung as an opening hymn 423. Elder 
Worlds read for an evening lesson the 19th chapter of Ro- 
mans; after which he led in prayer. Prof. Crosby sang for 
second hymn 312. Rev. Worlds then preached from Mala- 
chi 3: 1. Subject—“The Message Bearer.” He showed in 
a very forcible manner the great responsibility that rests 
upon the ministers of the glorious Gospel of the Master. 
At the close of the sermon, Rev. A. Shepherd, State Sunday 
School Missionary, lead in prayer. 

A collection was then taken amounting to $6.67 for For- 
eign Mission purposes. 

The Convention then adjourned with prayer by Rev. A. 
R. Satterfield, of Roxboro, N. C. 


SECOND DA Y—MornineG Session. 


TuHurspay, October 23, 1884. 


The ministers and delegates composing the Convention 
assembled again for business at 9 o’clock a. m., the Presi- 
dent in the chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by Elder 1s a Bs 
Barco, of Weldon, N. C. 

The minutes of the preceding session were read and 
adopted. 

Other delegates having arrived on the over-night trains, 
their names were enrolled as follows: 


Rev. A. Shepherd, of Henderson, State Sunday Schou] Missionary - 
Rev. H. L. Bareo, of Weldon; Brother H. J. Whitehead, of Wilming;. 
ton; Rey. Charles Smith, of Scotland Neck, N. C. 


At this juncture, Elder J. O. Crosby made some very in- 
_teresting remarks, relative to a more thorough organization 
of the Baptist forces in North Carolina. He madea motion 
that the Convention confine itself to the furtherance of 
three objects only, namely: Home Missions, Foreign Mis- 
sions and Education. Adopted. 

The Committee on Special Missions reported. (See re- 
port in Appendix.) 

The Convention voted that the Educational Board be 
located in Raleigh, N. C.,and the following Reverends to. 
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constitute the Board: N. F. Roberts, C. 8. Brown, A. Shep- 
herd, H.C. Crosby and R. I. Walden. 

The Home Mission Board was located in the town of Sal- 
isbury, N. C., composed of Reverends J. O. Crosby, G. W. 
Holland, A. A. Powell, A. G. Graves and A. Ellis. 

On motion, the Convention located the Foreign Mission 
Board in the town of Goldsboro, N. C., and Elders C. John- 
~ son, A. B. Williams, S. M. Jones, Thomas Parker and O. B. 
Alston, to constitute that Board. 

The Convention adjourned. Prayer by Rev. A. A. Powell. 


AETERNOON SESSION. 


The Convention re-assembled at 2 p. m., the President in 
the chair. Devotional exercises were conducted by Rev. 
Thomas Parker. 

The minutes of the previous session were read and ap- 
proved. 

On motion, a committee was appointed on reconciliation 
between Rev. A. M. Conway and the Convention. Com- 
mittee—Revs. J. O. Crosby, C.S. Brown, N. F. Roberts, A. 
Shepherd, S. W. Dockery and Wm. Devane. This Com- 
mittee reported. (See report in Appendix). 

The Convention then restored to Rev. A. M. Conway the 
tight hand of fellowship, singing in the meanwhile, “Come 
en, my brethren in the Lord.” 

The Convention adjourned to meet at 7 o’clock p. m. 

Prayer by Revs. Wm. Devane and A. M. Conway. 


EvENING SESSION. 


At 7 o’clock, p. m. the Convention with an immense con- 
gregation assembled to listen to the Doctrinal Sermon to be 
delivered by Rev. N. F. Roberts. Opening hymn 496. 
Bible lesson Hebrews, 6th chapter. 

Prayer by Rev. A. R. Satterfield. Second hymn 224. Text, 
Hebrews 6: 1—3.. 

The preacher showed that as Baptists it is impossible for 
us to permanently succeed unless we understand the prin- 
ciples of Baptists, namely, the principles of the Bible. He 
discussed the subject, under the following heads: Ist, Re- 
pentance; 2d, Faith; 3rd, Baptism ; 4th, Christian growth ; 
5th, The Lord’s Supper; 6th, Death, Resurrection and the 
Judgment. At the close of the sermon, Rev. A. A. Powell 
of the First Baptist church, Charlotte, N. C., who was a dele- 
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gate both from the U.S. F. M. Convention and N. C. West- 
ern Union, spoke of the need of a more awakened interest 
in the work of bringing the heathen world to the Master. 
At the close of his remarks, a collection was taken, amount- 
ing to $9.97. 

The Convention adjourned to meet at 9 o’clock on Friday 
morning. Benediction by Rev. A. Shepard. 


THIRD DAY—Mornine Szssion. 


Fripay, October 24, 1884. 


Pursuant to adjournment, the Convention met a 9 o’clock 
a. m., the President in the chair. Devotional exercises were 
conducted by Rev. G. W. Holland. 

The minutes of the previous session were read and adopted. 

On motion, the Convention directed Rev. F. R. Howell 
be paid $18.50 for Missionary labor in Western North Caro- 
lina. (Payment in part). 

The committee on Place of next meeting of the Conven- 
tion made a report which was adopted. (See report in Ap- 
pendix). 

On motion, the Convention voted to continue to co-oper- 
ate with the American Baptist Home Mission Society of 
New York in the work in Western North Carolina. 

After the report of cur Missionary, Rev. F. R. Howell, was 
read, which showed quite an earnest and zealous year’s 
labor, Brother H. J. Whitehead moved that Rev. F. R. 
Howell be continued as the Missionary of the Baptist State 
Convention in Western North Carolina. 

Rev. J. O. Crosby then offered the following resolution, 
which was adopted : 


Resolved, That we tender a vote of thanks to the American Baptist 
Home Mission Society of New Yerk for its noble work in Western North 
Carolina, as we believe by this means God is rapidly advancing His 
cause in our midst. 


Convention adjourned. Benediction by Elder Graves.’ 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 


At 2 o’clock the Convention resumed its regular work, 
the President in the chair. 
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Devotional exercises were conducted by Elder A. G. 
Graves; after which the proceedings of the morning session 
were read and affirmed. 

The Treasurer of the Baptist State Convention reported. 
Adopted. (See report in Appendix). 

Foreign Mission Board reported. Approved. (See report 
in Appendix). 

On motion, a committee of three was appoimted to audit 
the accounts of the Convention. Committee—Revs. A. M. 
Conway, L. T. Christmas and H. L. Barco. 

On motion, Revs. W. T. H. Woodward, Cesar Johnson 
and F. R. Howell were appointed a committee on printing. 

At this juncture, Brother A. D. Kerr came forward and 
registered as a delegate from Pilgrim’s Rest Sunday School, 
Clear Run, N. C. 

The Convention then adjourned to meet at 7 o’clock p. 
m. Benediction by Elder L. T. Christmas. 


EVENING SESSION. 


Pursuant to adjournment the Convention met at 7 o’clock 

.m. with an over-crowded house, to listen to the sermon 
to be delivered by Rev. W. T. H. Woodward, of Durham, 
North Carolina. 

The opening hymn 436 was sung. Prayer by Elder S. 
W. Dockery. 

The 27th Psalm was read. Second hymn 493. Text, 
Isaiah 38rd chapter and part of the first verse: ‘“‘ Mighty to 
save.” Subject, “The ability of Christ to save His church 
and all who confide in Him.” Elder Woodward discussed 
his subject under the following heads: 1st, Christ as a 
prince; 2nd, Christ asa king; 3rd, Christ as a priest; 4th, 
Christ as a God. At the close of the sermon, a collection 
was taken amounting to $4.30. 

The Convention adjourned with prayer by Elder F. R. 
Howell. Benediction by Rev. S. M. Jones. 


FOURTH DA Y—Mornine Session. 


SATURDAY, October 25, 1884. 


The ministers and delegates of the Convention met at 9 
o’clock a. m., the President in the chair. 

Devotional services were conducted by Elder F. R. Howell. 
The minutes of the evening session were read and approved. 
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Elder T. Parker, having been appointed to preach at the 
Second Baptist church, made his report. He preached from 
Romans 9: 4. Collection 63 cents. 

On motion, the following Elders were appointed corre- 
sponding delegates to the Baptist Conventions of our sister 
States: Elder W. T. H. Woodward to the S. C. Convention; 
Hider A. A. Powell to the Foreign Mission Convention of 
the U.S. A.;, Rev. G. W. Holland to the Virginia Conven- 
tion; Elder S. W. Dockery to the N. C. W. U.; Rev. F. R. 
Howell to the Sisters’ Home and Foreign Convention of 
North Carolina at Graham; Rev. N. F. Roberts, C. Johnson 
and A. Shepherd to our Sister Convertion of this State, 
which meets in Raleigh, Nov. 12th, 1884. 

On motion, Elders C. Johnson, F. R. Howell and W.T. H. 
Woodward were constituted a committee on Temperance. 

The Convention ordered that Elder A. A. Powell be paid 
$0.00 on his expenses to and from the Foreign Mission 
Convention of the U.S. A. 

Auditing committee reported. Adopted. (See report in 
Appendix.) 

On motion, a committee of four was appointed on deyo- 
tional exercises for the Sunday of the Convention. Com- 
mittee—Revs. C. Johnson, A. B. Williams, John Devane, D. 
D. Irvin. 

Hilder L. T. Christmas, reviewing the great responsibility 
which rests upon a Treasurer of any important body, moved 
that the Convention pay to Rev. A. B. Williams, Treasurer 
of the Baptist State Convention, $5.00. Adopted. 

The Convention voted $20.00 to the Goldsboro Academy. 

Report of the committee on devotional exercises for Sun- 
day, October 25th, 1884, was as follows: 


At First Baptist church—11 o’clock a. m., Rev. Wm. Devane; at 3 p. 
m., Elder W. T. H. Woodward ; at 7 p. m., Elder F. R. Howell. 

Second Baptist church—11 o’clock a. m., Rev. H. L. Barco; at 3 p.m, 
Rev. S. M. Jones. 


Rev. 8. W. Dockery, being compelled to leave for home, 
was granted leave of absence. He made some very inter- 
esting remarks, pledging himself to the Convention that he 
would use every available effort to bring into the Conven- 
tion at Raleigh in 1885 thousands of Baptists in southwes- 
tern North Carolina, almost unheard of to many of the del- 
egates of the Convention. 

The Convention adjourned. Rev. H. L. Barco led in 
prayer, and Elder R. Shepherd pronounced the benediction. 
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FIFTH DAY—Sunpay, Oct. 26TH. 


Every thing was carried out according to the report of 
the committee on devotional exercises for Sunday, except a 
lecture to the Sunday School at 11 0’clock by Rev. C. John- 
son. The amount of collections during the day was $24.17.

Monpay, October 27th, 1884. 


At 9 o’clock a.m. the Convention re-assembled for the - 
completion of its work, the President in the chair. Devo- 
tion was conducted by the President. The proceedings of 
previous sessions were read and approved. 

The Convention appointed an Executive Board. (See 
second page.) 

The following resolution, introduced by Bro. L. T. Christ- 
mas, was Unanimously adopted: 


WHEREAS, The friends and citizens of Goldsboro have very generously 
spread their dining boards with the most delicious luxuries, in which we, 
the ministers and delegates of this Convention, have heartily indulged. 
the recollectioa of which will te ever held among the dearest of our rem- 
iniscencies ; therefore 

Resolved, That we hereby return our heartfelt thanks for the same. 


On motion, the Convention agreed to set apart Friday in 
the next meeting of the Convention in Raleigh as a sisters’ 
day for the representation of their Home and Foreign Mis- 
sion work. 

On motion, the travelling expenses of the President were 
ordered paid. 

The Convention requested Rev. C. Johnson to open a Bi- 
ble department in Raleigh for the convenience of the Bap- 
tists in this State, and in order that a competent and respon- 
sible party may be in position, who can supply without 
mistake all persons in need of religious literature. 

On motion, the Convention adjourned to meetin Raleigh, 
N. C., in the Blount Street Baptist church on Wednesday be- 
fore the fourth Lord’s day in October, 1885.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON SPECIAL MISSIONS. 


We, your committee on Special Missions, beg leave to submit the fol- 
lowing report: 

We have carefully considered the field and the work of the Convention. 
While much progress has been made in organizing new churches io differ- 
ent portions of the State, and while the denomination has greatly in- 
creased in numbers, yet there isa great lack of thorough organization and 
unity of action. The question therefore arises, How can the Baptist 
forces be so united as to do more effective missionary work at home and 
abroad? 

We would make the following recommendations: 

First That the Convention appoint certaia brethren, who can spare a 
portion of their time, to labor as missionaries in different parts of the State; 
that these brethren be authorized and requested to visit churches and 
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Associations, and to hold special meetings, to bring before the people the 
needs of the field and the work of the denomination, and to aid in estab- 
lishing union and brotherly love wherever there are existing troubles, 

And we further recommend that the churches contribute liberally for 
the support of the missionary work. 

We rejoice to know that the Sisters of many of our churches are uniting 
themselves into Missionary Societies, and that they have established a 
general organization, and have employed a missionary to Jabor in vari- 
ous parts of the State, in conjunction with the Convention, to advance 
the Master’s cause. 

We recommend that this work receive the hearty approval of all Bap- 
tist mivisters, und that each minister encourage the work, and have a Sis- 
ters’ Missionary Soeiety organized in his church, and that in the future 
annual sessions of the Convention a day be devoted to the Sister’s Mission

CIRCULAR LETTER. 


At the last annual meeting of the Baptist State Convention, which met 
at Goldsboro on the 22nd of October, 1884, the question, ‘*‘ How can the 
Baptist forces of the State be so united as to accomplish the greatest 
amount of work forthe Master ?’’ was ably discussed by the ministers and 
other brethren from different paris of the State. It is estimated that there 
are more than 800 Baptist churches in North Carolina, with a membership 
of about 100,000 and about 500 ministers of the gospel. We gather these 
facts from the minutes of the different Associations. ‘The statistical 
tables of these Associations do not give the total membership, because 
many of the churches in the Associations do not report any but active 
members. ‘There are, also, many Baptist churches which are never repre- 
sented in an Association or in the Convention. 

Many of these churches contribute liberally each year to sustain Home 
and Foreign Mission work and other benevolent objects, but not much is 
accomplished for lack of thorough organization and unity of action. The 
following plan was agreed to by the Convention : 

1. That during the ensuing year, the Convention concentrate its effort 
upon three objects, viz: Home Missions, Educational work and Foreign 
Missions. 

2. That the different Boards of the Convention appoint agents in the 
different counties, or Associational districts, and request them to work 
with the different Boards, and interest the churches in the above objects 
by calling Union Meetings or Mass Meetings, and laying before the people 
the work of the Convention and the needs of the home and foreign field. 

3. That the month of May be@et apart to take collections in all the 
churches for the Home Mission work; the month of September for the 
Educational work, and the month of November for the Foreign Mission 
work; these collections to be forwarded to the Treasurer of the Board 
that has the care of the work for which the collections may be taken. 

4, That all the ministers and friends of the work in the Associations be 
requested to co operate with the agents appointed, in carrying out this plan. 

For the last two years the Convention has, with the assistance of the 
American Baptist Home Mission Society, sustained a Missionary for the 
West We now need one or two active Missionaries in the Eastern por- 
tion of the State. These we can have, if the churches will dotheir whole 
duty. Again, the time has come when we must educate our young minis- 
ters. Wherever there are young men truly called of God to the work of 
the gospe! ministry and unable to prepare themselves for this responsible 
work, the churches must assist them, or the cause will suffer. he times 
demand a qualified ministry. ‘Che work of the Educational Board is to 
raise funds for this object. 

Our brethren in benighted Africa are perishing for the want of the 
bread of life. Shall we not send it tothem? ‘There are brethren who 
have taken their lives in their hand and gone to preach the riches of the 
gospel of Christ to these poor heathen, and others are ready to go. Shall 
we not sustain them? ‘These objects are wortby ones; therefore we ap- 
peal to every brother, sister, and lover of Christ and his cause, to lend a 
helping hand in supporting the work of the Convention. Send in your 
collections as soon as taken up. 
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CONSTITUTION. 


We, the ministers and delegates from various Baptist churches in 
North Carolina, met in the town of Goldsboro, N. C., on the 18th of 
October, 1867, for the purpose of considering the propriety of entering 
into some general organization for our mutual improvement an‘ the dif- 
fusion of the principles of the Gospel, and agreed to the following rules 
of fundamental principles : 

ARTICLE 1. This body shall be styled ‘‘ The Baptist State Convention 
of North Carolina.”’ 

ART. 2. It shall be the design of this Convention to promote State Mis- 
sions, Foreign Missions, Ministerial Education, and other important objects 
connected with the Redeemer’s kingdom, and to combine for this pur- 
pose such portion of the Baptist denomination in. North Carolina, as 
may desire a general organization for christian benevolence which shall 
fully respect the independence and equal rights of the churches. 

ART. 3, This Convention shall be composed of life members, annual 
members or delegates who are in good standing in Missionary Baptist 
churches. By the payment of ten dollars a person may become a life 
member, and by the payment cf one dollaran annual member. Any 
Association can be represented by the payment of 50 cents per church, 
and may send one delegate for every ten churches or fraction thereof. 
Any single church in good standing may be represented by the payment 
of one dollar. All money paid into the Convention by life members, 
annual members, or single churches, shall be used for Ministerial Edu- 
cation. Ministers in charge of regular Baptist churches will be consid 
ered honorary members of the Convention. 

ArT. 4. The officers of this Convention shall be a President, Vice- 
President, Treasurer, and a Recording and Corresponding Secretary, who 
shall be elected at each annual session and hold their office until their 
successors are elected. 

Art. 5. This Convention shall elect at its annnal meeting as many 
Boards of managers asin its judgment will be necessary for catrying out 
the benevolent objects it may determine to promote, all of which Boards 
shall continue in office untill a new election. Each Board shall consist 
of a President, Vice-President, Scerfry, Treasurer, Auditor, and as 
many other members as may be deemed sufficient, five of whom, includ- 
ing one or more of the officers, shall form a quorum for the transaction 
of business. ‘To each Board shall be committed during the recess of the 
Convention, the entire management of all the affairs relating to the ob- 
ject with whose interest it shall be charged, all of which management 
shall be in strict accordance with the constitutional provisions adopted 
by this Convention, and such other instructions as may be givem from 
time to time. Each Board shall have power to make such compensation 
to its Secretary and Treasurer as it may think right, fill the vacancies oc- 
curring in its own body, and enact its by-laws. 

Art. 6. The Treasurer of each Board shall faithfully account for all 
moneys received by him, keeping a regular entry of all receipts and dic- 
bursements, and make a report of them to the Convention whenever it 
shall be in session, and to his Board as often as required. He shall also, 
on entering upon the duties of his office, give competent sccurity to the 
Superintendent of his Board for all the stock and funds committed to his 
care. His books shall be open at all times to the inspection of any mem 
ber of h's Board. No money shall be paid ont of the treasuries cf the 
Boards, but by an order from that Board from whose Treasury the money 
is to be drawn, which order shall be signed by its presiding officer. 

ART. 7. The Corresponding Secretaries of the several Boards shall 
maintain intercourse by letter with such individuals or public bodies as 
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the interests of their respective bodies may require. Copies of all such 
communications, with their answers, if any, shall be kept by them on file. 

ART, 8. The Recording Secretaries of the several Boards shall keep a 
fair record of their proceedings and of such other documents as may be 
committed to them for the purpose. 

Art. 9. All the Officers, Boards, Missionaries and Agents appointed 
by the Convention or by any of its Boards, shall be members of some 
regular church in union with the churches composing this Convention. 

ART. 10. Missionaries appointed by any. of the Boards of this Con- 
vention, must, previcus,to their appointment, furnish evidence of gcnu- 
ine piety, fervent zeal in the Master's cause, and talents which ft them 
for the service for which they offer themselves. 

ART, 11. The bodies and individuals composing this Convention shall 
have the right to specify the object to which their contributions shall be 
applied, but when no specification is made, the Convention will make 
the appropriation at its own discretion. 

ART. 12. The Convention shall bold its meetings anouilly, but extra 
meetings may be called by the President, with the approbation of any 
one of the Boards of Managers. A majority of the attending delegates 
shall form a quorum for the transaction of business. 

ART. 13. Any alteration which experience shall d:ctate may be made 
in these articles, by a vote of two-thirds of the members present at any 
annual meeting of the Convention. 


RULES OF DECORUM. 


1. The President shall take the chair each session at the hour appointed 
at the adjournment, and call the members to order, and on the appear- 
ance of a quorum, cause the minutes of the preceding session to be read. 

2 He shall preserve order and shall decide questions of order, subject 
fo an appeal to the Convention by any member. 

3. He shall rise to puta question, but may state it sitting. Te shall 
have the right to call any brother to perform the duties temporarily. 

4, The President shall not vote, only incase of a tie. Andif he refuse 
to vote in a tie, the matter is decided in the negative. 

5. He shall not speak in debate while occupyivg the chair; but may 
call another to the chair, and he shall have the same right in debate as 
anyother member. 

6. When any member wishes to speak or deliver any matter to the Con- 
vention, he shall first rise from his seat and address the chair. 

7. When two brothers rise at the same time, the President sball name 
the one to speak. 

S. Nomember shall speak but twice on the same question until all who 
wish to speak have spoken. 

9. Decency of speech shall be observed and personal reflections avoided. 

10. While the chair is putting a question, or any brother speaking, no 
one shall be allowed to walk across the house, or whisper, or otherwise in- 
terrupt him. 

11. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received ex- 
cept to adjourn, to lay on the table, postpore or amend. 

12. All committees shall be appointed ia time to do their duty. 

(3. All committees shall be composed of three members, if not other- 
wise ordered. 

14, No standing rule shall be eltered cr suspended except by a two 
thirds vote of the Convention. 

15 The Rules of Decorum shill be read in the opeaing of each annual 
session of the Convention, and as mavy times during the session as may 
be deemed practicable. 

16. No member shall be al owe to intrude on the time by long debate 
in this Convention. 
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
